The Examiner asserts that Applicant did not select between solvents selected 
from the group consisting of: 
a. organic solvents 

1. polar solvent 
aa. methanol 
bb. acetone 

2. non-polar solvent 
aa. hexane 

bb. ether 

The Examiner states that Applicant is required to elect either polar or non- 
polar solvent, elect one of the species under each of the above groupings, and indicate 
all claims readable thereon. Applicant elects ( 1 ) polar solvents and (aa) methanol. 
Claims readable on this embodiment are 4, 6, 8, 9, 12-14, 22, 24-26, 29, 32, 36, 38- 
40, and 54-72. 

Applicant respectfully submits that the election requirement should be 
withdrawn. Members of the group of organic solvents are sufficiently related so that 
the Examiner can search the claims without serious burden. Additionally, both polar 
and non-polar solvents fall under the broad category of organic solvents, which 
presumably, the Examiner has already searched and examined.
